This ruling was based on past BNC 
procedure — mail drop games being run postal ly have always been 
given Miller numbers. , The players communicate through mail drops 
and pseudonyms, absolutely no difference from thi^s E-Mail game. 
If they are classified as variants, then this game must be handled 
the same way. My editorial was intended to show that no matter 
how much pressure is applied, I am not about to deviate from the 
BNC guidelines. 

By the way, this "dictator" asked the opinions of many 
different people. If I believed that what I said goes, why would 
I have bothered to get the opinions of three former BNC s — 
Kendter, Ditter & Beyerlein who by some coincidence all agreed 
wi th me !

From Mark Berch — Alexandria., VA: 

I wanted to respond to your request for comments on your 
reaction to what Kathy wrote in Everything #5<?« 

You ask, "Does what Kathy (the E^JC) say go? period?" In a 
word, yes. That's the way things are, and, in my opinion, thats 
ttie way things ought to be. I don't think the BNC can function 
efficiently and effectively in any other way. The BNC in theory 
could delegate something, or put something up to a vote of some 
sort if she so desired, but she's under no obligation ta do that 
if she does not so desire. So yes, while she's BNC "things will 
be done her way." No, I don't think that that is "potentially 
very dangerous". Theoretically, yes, there is some potential 
danger if the BNC were to fall into the hands of someone who had 
poor -judgement, but I don't think that problem is worth worrying 
about . It is, tho, why the selection of the BNC is such an 
important step, and why it must be done with great care. And yes, 
it. (joes mean that the BNC has "power" in the hobby. There are 
only a few such instances of real power in the hobby! this is one 
of them. And of course, I see nothing wrong with Kathy telling it 
as it is. 

This is not to say that Kathy is infallible. No one is 
infallible,, In this particular situation, I think Kathy has made 
a nil stake. The Wordsworth game is one in which you don't know who 
you are playing against, tho you can communicate with them in 
secret. In this sense, it is really not significantly different 
from an ail™ novice game. In a practical sense, you don't, know who 
you're playing against there either. I've made a variety of 
arguments on this subject in DD, so will not- repeat them here. 

However, Kathy can certainly be a "dictator" in such 
cir cum -st a nces , in the sense that there is no appeal. If you don't 
like the ruling, your only other options are 1) to persuade her 
that she has made a mistake, and/or to get others to persuade her 
that she has made a mistake, or 2) wait for the nefit BNC, and try 
to persuade that pen-son. I don't see that Kathy has done anything 
wrong by sayina that her position will be the rule, period. 

Where I do think that Kathy is out of line is in her 
complaint about the Gt'l writing to "quite a few 2 ines" about this. 
There is nothing wrong with the GM writing to whatever sines he 
chooses, • i ' i ■ i ■ • i -, i • • i whatever arguments he likes (assuming that he 



sticks to the facts, avoids abusive language, etc) - The fact that 
her decisions cannot be overruled does not. mean that people can be 
taken to task -for criticising them. For her to lay down the rule 
that such criticisms are objectionable per se wgul^d t>e very 
dangerous, but I'm sure that, that is not what Kathy really means 
to say .. 

I got a good chuckle out o-f Walker's attempts to use housing 
costs as a way of showing that California is better than N.Y.

From Rod Walker — Encimtas, Cft: 

I suppose I should say something about this discussion 
between Steve Hutton and Ken Hal pern. This was a difficult item 
to follow because Steve was using the old debater's trick of 
knocking down a straw man he himself had set up, while Ken was 
spending a. lot of time pointing to the said trick. Dh , well.... 

(.Just as a point of historical sccu.rsicy, Steve and Ken both 
seem to be saying that the mass murder of Jews. . .and others. . . in 
WWII Germany was somehow legalised. That was not the case. 
Hitler arid his cronies always kept that particular program secret 
from the population at large. Very few people, compared to the 
total population, actually knew this was going on. On the other

When 
breadwinnmg was a matter of brute force, that made sense; but 
now, although most of us are apt to get at least a wince of 
uncomfort when we see a role reversal family (female breadwinner, 
male chi 1 d— r ear er ) , we have to acknowledge that this pattern makes 



J ust as much sense a® the other in .an electronic society. But 
°ther "tract i tional " val ues make a lot of practical sense, and so 
sh ou 1 d not be abandoned, no matter what the current tad is. 

< But don ' t get carried away with the evolutionary basis -for 
these things and assume that they are required by our evolution. 
For every "traditional " value of that sort, you are going to find 
some (usually small) band o-f primitives that does the opposite and 
gets along very well..) {(What, does thus have to do with ethics 
and moral i t.y 9 O-f cour se there is going to be diversity in any 
society's system. It there wasn't it would be hard to imagine 
that there are morals or ethics- if there is no norm to base them 
on or f r om . > J 

The idea that ethics are whatever- the people in general agree 
is right, is also generally val i d ... al though at the same time this 
reasoning can go -far toward " just i -f ying" a lynch mob. But over 
the long haul, this position is a correct one. Most people will 
agree these days that suet) things as slavery and cannibalism are 
wrong, but both were widely practiced at one time. But of course 
Steve and Ken are really tall-ling about two different things here 
anyway. ken obviously means to say that he? is talking about 
principles established over time by rational people. Steve is 
talking about some fad or snap decision. The latter cannot come 
under the reading of real ethics, and although Steve effectively 
attacks that, he is not thereby attacking Ken's position at all. 

There is of course also the argument that at least some of 
our ethical structure is "received" <ii.e^_, from God) . This is 
almost certainly true; however, unfortunately, there is a great 
deal more imputed to God than She actually ever said. So one has 
to be selective here and that leads into a pretty nasty quagmire. 
But not here. < (I'll say! I disagree naturally. I believe that 
ethics/moralty are not derived from society, but from one's sel^f . 
Obviously they are derived within the framework of our society, 
but. neither God nor the majority have any effect on my decisions 
on what I_ believe is moral or ethical. Certainly this rules out 
the possibility that I derived my ethics from some God, as I not 
only refuse to accept that there i^s a God (yet) , but I think that 
the very idea of worship borders on unethical. Certainly the 
atrocities committed in the name of religion are both immoral and 
unetti i cat . ) ) 

I do want to pick at Ken a bit for his statements on 
evolution, especi ally the notion that it "selects for" this or 
that, particularly greater intelligence. It probably can be said 
that the evolutionary process selects against things, but there is 
no evidence that it selects for things- There is, to take Ken's 
speci f ic example, ample evidence to suggest that the chimpanzee is 

a less intelligent offshoot, of the main primate line leading homo 

sarj. Our immediate ancestor, Cro-Magnon, had a larger brain than 
w e d a 

Furthermore, if there was any selection "for" something, how 
do i.je know it was "intelligence"'? The brain has many functions, 
and its enlargement in homo ss_^_ may have been for - some other 
reason. In tact, as you know , genes are sometimes so 

i nterconnec ted that, when one set modifies, they influence another 
set . For all we 1 ■now, the development of an enlarged brain is an 
arci dental result of our achievement of true upright posture. 



That. ' s all evolution is, essentially. . .accidents. ( 'What? 9 ! '. ) ) 
There i s no blueprint that Nature is holding in Hi s hand which 
says, "Ne?:;t up, big brains. " ( (Whoa here a second Rod. Evolution 
is not necessarily accidental i Let's take a step bad-: to Darwin- 
Natural Selection, Survival of the Fittest, etc. Evolution is a 
response to an adverse factor that comes into the environment. 
True, many changes are brought about by accident. The mast common 
type that we know o-f is a mutation within the chromosomes, a 
slight difference in the amino acid sequence.)) 

But what Ken says about certain approaches to sociability and 
ethical structures; being part of our evolutionary baggage, that is 
certainly correct. Unfortunately, so is the 
frustration/aggression sydrome, and territoriality. 

And now for something completely different. As I said. New 
V'ork City ( (oh no, here we go again!)) is OK to visit. You did 
cite a lot of tourist attractions. ((That all depends on what one 
looks for in a city.

The actual facts are as follows: (1) The 
Nazis had tried to take advantage of the post - Ver sa l 1 1 es madness 
hv staging a coup, the Beer Hall Putsch of 1923. It was a 
spectacular -Failure, and the Nazis swiftly declined to the status 
of a minor rightwing fringe. ((Not knowing that much about this 
period of time myself, I had Ken bring this letter to his father. 
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who has read several hundred books on post— World War I history and 
is quite knowledgable on the topic. The responses to the 
historical points in this letter are those of Ken , his dad and 
mysel-f . ) ) This was the last Nazi try at extralegal political 
action although they often threatened it. <Z) What, destroyed 
Weimar was the Great Depression, not the Versailles system. 
((Actually, it was as much the perception of Weimar as a weal:, 
alien system forced on Germany at Versailles as it. was the 
Depressi on . ) > Granted there was a 1 i nkage ((I'll say ' ) > . The 
German boom of 1924-1929 was financed on a round robin system 
whereby the Germans borrowed from us to pay reparations, fceepinq 
behind a surplus to fund their boom. The receivers of the 
reparations again kept, a piece behind and returned the money to 
Wall Street to repay the war debt. When Wall Street fell in 1929, 
this all ended and the world economy crashed but the U.S. and 
Germans worst and longest. The democratic: parties fell out over 
how to share the pain of the depression. This lead to new 
elections in which all the democratic parties lost at the expense 
of the Maris (who becajne the second largest party after the SPD) 
and the KPD. As the governmental stalemate solidified and the 
Chancellor was forced to rule by decree (actually 3 Chancellors 
with continual backbiting but this isn't supposed to be a full 
lecture on the rise of the Third Reich, although such is of course 
available on request? the Nazis grew to be the largest party. 
Their platform, such as it was, was a strange brew of populism, 
nationalism and generalized blather to the point where they could 
claim to be both conservatives and revolutionaries. They were 
basically a charismatic protest vote which peaked at the end of 
1932 when the Chancellor Brunner set out to break them by holding 
snap elections until their funds dried u.p . It had started to work 
but Brunner was overthrown by what amounted to a Putsch within the 
old imperial ruling class. Hitler now demanded the Chancellor's 
office, threatening to make common cause with the Communists if he 
wasn't granted the job. To emphasize the point he had Goebbels, 
the Gauleiter of Berlin, ((Goebbels was only the "Gauleiter of 
Berlin" within the Nazi hierarchy. E<ecause the Nazis were not in 
power yet , he had no actual authority over the city. ) ) have the 
NSDAF make common cause with the KPD during the Berlin Transit 
Strike. The concept of both revolutionary parties uniting 
terrified the Industrialists and Junkers. They made a coalition 
with Hitler whereby Hitler got the top job in a largely 
Industrialist-Junker cabinet. Having gotten power he took two 
years to consolidate but only after the July Coup of 1934 did he 
begin a truly revolutionary housecleaning of the aristo dominated 
army and state apparati . 

(3) The average German may have known he was voting against 
Versailles but had no idea he was voting for WWII or the Final 
Solution. "Legality Adolph", as he was known, promised prosperity 
and national revival but. was very vague on how. Please note that 
Hitler assumes of f i ce on 1 /30/33. It is not until 1 938 with the 
Kn stal lnscht that, the truly massive repression against the Jews 
begins. < (This is total I y inaccurate. Measures against the jews 
started in 1933, and increased at a steady rate thereafter. This 
rate did not change significantly after Kristallnacht. By the 
time of that historic pogrom, Jews were already forbidden to hold

If there is a date for the start of 
the I- ■ r •- I Solution, a dubious concept in the best of times, it 
would be early 1941 when the Einsatzgruppen were formed for the 
Russian campaign. Even then the death camps were kept out af 
Germany and the German people were shielded from the harsh truth. 
Germans merely knew that the Jews were being sent to the east and 
that unnamed bad things were happening there- ( (The Germans knew 
of the degree of repression prior to the massive mandatory 
emigration, and they knew of the Jews being t^ken in the night. 
Is that not enough?) > Ukranians brought their children to watch 
the massacres at Bab i Yar in 4 1 and cheered. Poles brought their 
children to watch the Jews go up in smoke at Treblinka and 
Bi rkenau saying they finally were being blown to heaven and out of 
F'oland (as an aside on this, when the survivors came back to their 
Polish hometowns they triggered massive pogroms by enraged Poles 
who thought they were finally Jew— free) .

From Steve Hutton — The Great White? North: 
Ken : 

This round of our battle should be less bloody than our last 
round. Ne>;t round should make up for it. This letter is a sort 
of reconnaissance mission before the main battle. 

In the last round, you made several statements, I attacked 
them, and you then claimed (essentially) that you didn't mean what 
you had said- ( (No, Steve, I claimed you didn't understand what. I 
said.))

If you don't mean it, don't say 
it! ! < < Sorry, Steve, the tools of Debate are not going to work. I 
say the "tools of Debate" because Eric tells me that you are an 
expert "Debater". What you seem ta fail to understand, in your 
real for a Debate, is that I want a debate, not a Debate.

For example, assume that I 
don't feel that theft is wrong and, therefore, intend to steal all 
of your possessions. How should we resolve moral conflicts 
between you and someone else? I can only think of 4 possible 
an s wer s : 

1) Your moral standards are always used. (Your reasoning: 
morality is subjective; no one's moral standards are more valid 
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than mine, so let's use mine.) This means you should be dictator 
o-f the universe. 

2) The other person's standards are always used, (Your 
reasoning: morality is subjective; my standards aren't any better 
than his, so let's use his. ) This means you should be slave to 
everyone in the universe. 

3) No resolution is possible. (Your reasoning: morality is 
subjective; I'm no more right than him! he's no more right than 
me; any disagreement is unresolvable. ) This means that morality 
is nonexistent or irrelevant. 

4) There is something in the -field a-f morality that is not 
entjL_rel_y_ subjective. This standard, or rule, or set o-f rules, 
will apply even i -f I disagree with it, and even i -f you disagree 
with it. Standards some people use include: 

a) the opinion o-f the majority 

b) the survival o-f homo sapiens 

c) the maintenance of "society" 

d> the will o-f the "proletariat" or the "race" 
e) the will o-f a deity or deities 
f > the "natural rights" o-f every human being 
g) maintaining all life (human and otherwise) 
In your original letter, you seemed to support either 3 or 
4a. In your reply to my letter, you seemed to support 4b or 4c. 
Please clearly state your moral standard (or lack thereof) . If it 
is one or more of the above, please say which, and elaborate. 

( (Oh, brother' I honestly don't know what to think of you — 
you seem too intelligent to be this stupid! (Kind of a Berraism, 
there) 3 (unresolvable) and 4a (the opinion of the majority) are 
both parts of a moral code which will produce a resolution of the 
problem that you describe. 4b (the survival of homo sapiens) and 
4c (the maintenance of "society") are ethics which a moral cade 
might seek to protect. You are comparing proverbial apples and 
oranges, my man. What is more, I never supported 3 (unresol- 
vable).
